IGLOO LANDLORD LANDS IN THE COOLER 

The Hamptons Police descended upon a Sag 
Harbor home last weekend after getting reports 
of an inhabited igloo on the premises. Police 
confirm that they discovered a large igloo 
in the backyard of the house, in an upscale 
neighborhood that they would not disclose, 
and found that a young couple was apparently 
spending the weekend in the snow dwelling.

Your Toes, Your Nose, Your Knees and Your Elbows and Back

itting around the house this morning with 

y nothing to do, I watched my little dog trying 
to scratch an itch. It was apparently in the 
middle of the top of her back. She could turn 
her body and head in such a way as to be able 
to bite and nibble at it with her teeth, but she 
couldn’t hold the pose long. Then she tried to 
get at it with one of her hind legs, gave up on 
that and just tried rolling around on her back to 
get at it. That did work, at least for a while, but 
then she was at it with her teeth again. 

Eventually, I decided to help. | walked over 
and gave the spot a good scratch, not only 
there but all around the spot, and that kind 
of did it for her. After a while with. that, she 
turned over onto her back and offered up her 
stomach for a scratch, and I did that, too. You 
never know where itches may strike on a dog, 
although dog trainers say that when a dog lies 
on its back and puts its legs up, it’s a sign of 
respect for you. 

Anyway, this got me thinking about how it is 
with humans. In some ways, we are better off 
than dogs, in other ways not. We have arms and 
fingers, which they don’t. But then we can’t be 
biting ourselves in many places other than our 
lower arms.

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Trump Trouble 


Maybe He Did and Maybe He Didn’t. Only Vlad Knows for Sure

‘ight now it is Thursday January 12, a 

week before the Inauguration, and as 
always interesting things are going on with 
Donald Trump. 

I am referring to this report about Donaid 
Trump and Russia.

And 
if it is true, then Trump has been lovey-dovey 
with Russia for fear they might expose him for 
the dastardly things they have evidence he did 
in a Russian hotel room with two blah blah blah. 

That this got shown to the President, the 
President-elect and the Congress was one 
brilliant maneuver. 

Whether any of it is true or not is almost 
irrelevant. Although there is this: A Trump

I recall that 
as we talked, he would frequently stop to take 
a phone call or just think of something and 
call out “Norma!” real loud so that Norma, his 
longtime secretary, would hear him and come 
in and get a quick take on what he wanted her 
to do and then leave. Then it was back to me.

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Robert Mehling

_ This weeks cover artist, 
| Robert Mehling, began 
_ drawing when he was 10, 
_ copying book illustrations. It 
wasn't until the early 2000s 
_ that he began to seriously 
_ study art. Now Mehling 
_ doesn’t just do, he also 
_ teaches. Every Wednesday 
“he teaches’ oil and 

watercolor painters ofall skill 
levels at the Southampton Cultural Center. As 
he says on his website, “for an artist there is 
no greater earthly reward than simply being 
able to paint.” Amen! 


Can you start by talking about your inspiration 
for this particular piece? 

Painting still life is about elevating and 
celebrating the overlooked object. This painting 
celebrates an object from my childhood: the 
stovetop kettle my mom used to boil water in 
for tea when I was a kid. It had a loud, distinct 
whistle. I inherited objects like the kettle after 
my parents passed away. They help to remind 
me of them. Of course the title, “Mother’s 
Whistler” is a pun on the title [“Whistler’s 
Mother”] of Whistler’s famous painting, 


You paint with oils, watercolors, pastels and in 
other media. Do you prefer one to the other? 
I prefer traditional media: no plastic paint 


(acrylics) for me! I have been 
drawing since | was 10 years old 
but only learned how to paint 
academically in 2000. Realist 
paintings like mine are drawing- 
based. All of my still life paintings 
are painted on top of drawn 
cartoons. I enjoy painting in other 
media, but for me, oils are king. 


Do certain subjects or objects 
demand a certain media? 
Give me any media and !'ll make 


it work. I have made the same _ Robert Mehling, self portrait 


painting in both watercolor and oil to 

show the similarities and differences between 
the media. People tell me my watercolors look 
like oil paintings. I strive to recreate reality 
using trompe leoil (trick of the eye) painting 
techniques, trying to convince viewers that 
they are seeing real objects rather than paint. 


Light is very important in your work. Could 
you talk briefly about that? 

Without light we wouldn’t be able to see. 
All the colors of the rainbow hide in light. 
Light describes objects. To create illusionistic 
paintings an artist must carefully and faithfully 
record the light he or she observes and render 
it on canvas using the tools of chiaroscuro. 


Is there an artist whose use of light you 
admire, who you think our readers should 
absolutely know? 


The artist who first emphasized 
light over line was Caravaggio. 
His tenebrism (exaggerated, 
theatrical chiaroscuro) was highly 
emulated during the Baroque and 
after. I’m also fond of Chardin’s 
thinly painted, scrubbed-in still 
life style. I'm inspired by 19th 
|}. century artists in general. Perhaps 
= William Michael Harnett, the 
}sAmerican tromp l'oeil master, 


Is there one piece of advice you’ve 
received from another artist that 
has stuck with you over time? 

One of my instructors at the Long Island 
Academy of Art, Bennett Vadnais, gave me two 
related pieces of advice that stuck with me: 
“Detail is the enemy of form” and “Keep your 
shadows flat, flat as a mat...flatter than that!” 
If one observes too much detail in shadows, it 
flattens form, and form is the important thing in 
describing objects, not detail.

f you’ve taken a stroll along South Fork Main

She is looking forward to the walk-in traffic in Sag 
Harbor and assures us that “the gallery will be a 
welcoming and casual place for people to see art.”

Saturday, January 14—features the photography of 
Aaron Kresberg, a student at the Ross School. The

show, Nambia: Exploring Endangered Species through 
Photography, is Kresberg’s senior project and a 
fundraiser for REST (Rare and Endangered Species 
Trust) Namibia. Then what? “I want 'to exhibit art 
in the new space that contributes to the cultural 
narrative and engages the viewer,” she says. Look 
forward to collaborative programs in the future 
as Nightingale plans to work with other dealers, 
organizations and independent curators—not to 
mention socially engaged artists. Nightingale asserts, 
“As far as what I will show in the future, you'll just 
have to come and visit to find out.” 

Mark Humphrey Gallery, one of the oldest 
operating galleries in the Hamptons, has relocated 
to a cozy, more light-filled space on Jagger Lane, still 
in Southampton village. “Having been on Main Street 
for 36 years,” Humphrey says, “we no longer felt it 
necessary to maintain a presence in such a visible 
location, paying the huge rent a Main Street location 
commands.” According to Humphrey, who does all 
his work in his studio on Union Square in New York, 
a large portion of his business is picture framing. 
And while the new gallery has less display space, 
Humphrey says 90% of the galleries sales are his 
own work, and 90% of that is attributed to interior 
designers bringing clients to the gallery. If you're 
looking to decorate a new space of your own, now 
you know where to find the goods: Regarding the 
move, Humphrey says: “We are absolutely thrilled 
with our decision and new home on Jagger Lane!” 

Then there’s RJD Gallery, which occupied one 
of the buildings ultimately demolished as a result 
of the fire in Sag Harbor in December. The gallery 
is only temporarily closed, though. Gallery owner 
Richard Demato said on a Facebook post that he 
has already begun construction on a new space at 
2385 Montauk Highway in Bridgehampton, which 
he plans to open’in March of this year. In fact, RJD 
recently announced an open call for artists for their 
8th annual Hampton’s Juried Art Show, which opens 
April 22. While some works were lost in the fire, RJD 
Gallery maintains a large, offsite storage facility with 
much more art ready to shine in the new gallery. 
Demato says the new gallery will have more than 
twice the space and art on one floor, and a separate 
back and upper studio. While Sag Harbor is certainly 
sad to see it—and its amazing collection—leave, 
everyone is glad RJD Gallery will getting back on 
their feet soon. @&

Say Hello to a Little (Senior) Friend

icture this: It’s cold and snowy outside, so you 
fix yourself a steaming cup of hot chocolate, 

grab a book, get cozy on the couch with a nice, warm 
cat or dog snuggled up next to you. More specifically, 
a older cat or dog; one contentedly sitting with you, 
relishing every pat, scratch and belly rub you’re 
willing to dish out. Well, it is getting cold outside, 
and local animal shelters have plenty of senior pets, 
patiently waiting for this “purrfect” scenario. 

“Adopting an adult pet has many benefits,” says 
Pamela Green, Executive Director of Kent Animal 
Shelter in Calverton. “Senior pets are less destructive, 
so you probably won’t find your favorite pair of shoes 
in pieces or a rubber toy lodged in their intestines.” 
So you can run a couple errands and not worry that 
your new pooch is home eating your new couch. 

This generally makes senior pets a more desirable 
option for anyone with a busy schedule. “Older 
_ animals are usually trained, housebroken and have 
a lower activity level,” says Jamie Berger of the 
Animal Rescue Fund (ARF) in Wainscott, where 
about 15 senior animals are currently waiting for 
adoption. This lower energy level also makes senior 
pets—any cat or dog over the age of 8—the perfect 
option for senior humans. Jerry Rosenthal, Executive 
Director of Southampton Animal Shelter Foundation 
(SASF) in Hampton Bays adds: “With an older animal, 
you know what kind of behavior to expect and their 
more settled nature may be a better match” for 
certain lifestyles. 


Yet people still tend to resist senior animals. 
“Misconceptions often put older animals at 
a disadvantage,” says Kate McEntee, also of 
SASF. Green points out that, despite the old 
adage, “you can’t teach an old dog new tricks,” 
senior animals are, in fact, trainable. “Their 
attention span is much better,” she says. 
“If you adopt a dog that was housebroken, 
but may have been in a kennel for a while, 
re-training is easily attained in a day or two 
with a regular schedule.” 

A lot of adopters visit shelters looking to 
replace a pet who has recently passed away, 
and so tend to overlook senior pets because 
the thought of losing another animal is too 
much to bear. “Just the thought of an older

animal worries them,” Berger says, “because 
they are still in mourning and are also worried 
about medical issues.” 

But don’t worry. There’s nothing “wrong” with 
senior pets who end up in shelters. “Most senior 
animals become homeless through no fault of their 
own,” McEntee explains. “The most common reason 
for an owner surrendering their pet to us is [their 
owners] moving.” So adopters needn’t concern 
themselves with issues of health and life expectancy. 
McEntee continues: “With advances in veterinary 
medicine, many older pets have plenty of healthy 
and playful years ahead.” And the SASF is willing to 
put its money where its mouth is. Adopt a senior pet 
in January and receive free wellness visits for the life 
of the animal at their in-house wellness clinic. 


Who’s a good boy? Andy is. 


Even if you can’t adopt, you can still help. The 
Southampton Animal Shelter has over 100 cats—half 
of whom are seniors—and more than 60 dogs at their 
facility! All these guys and gals need to be tended 
to, fed, walked and played with. Go donate a couple 
dollars or volunteer some time and get to know some 
of these cuddly critters. You'll be the better for it, 
and, who knows, one might just end up at the foot 
of your bed, retired in their new “furever” Hamptons 
home. Isn’t that the dream, after all? @&
